ORDER 

New Delhi, the 11th May, 1992 

S.O. 325(E).—Whereas the Central Government had set up an Expert Com¬ 
mittee with a view to investigate as t,o whether the continued use of certain in¬ 
secticides in India will involve such risk to human beings or annuals as to render 
it expedient or necessary to take immediate action; 

And whereas the Central Government, after considering the recommendation 
of the said Expert Committee and after consultation with Registration Committee 
set dp under the Insecticides Act, 1968 (46 of J968), is satisfied that the use 
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of Tetradifon, Nicotine Sulphate, and Nitrofen involves health hazards to human 
beings, animals and damage to the environment ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred by sub-scction (2) of 
section 27 of the Insecticides Act, 1968 (46 of 1968), the Central Government 
hereby passes the following orders with immediate effect, namely :— 

(i) the use of Tetradifon is prohibited in India and the certificate of 
registration issued under the said Act shall stand cancelled; 

(ii) the use of Nicotine Sulphate is prohibited in India; provided that the 
Nicotine Sulfate may be continued to be produced in the country 
only for export purposes and subject to the modification to this 
effect; 

(iii) the use of Nitrofen is prohibited in India and the certificate of regis¬ 
tration iss'ued under the said Act shall stand cancelled,
